The Senate version also puts the 
Defense Secretary back in the 
driver's seat as the top man in the

Naot only will 
Defense not approve spending the 
additional money to keep the Arm 
from losing 30,000 in its strength 
this year, it may cut the Army even 
below the 870,000 authorized by the 
President to 860,000, or even 850,- 
000, by 30 June 1959. 

Cuts of equal size appear likely 
for the Air Force and Navy (in- 
cluding the Marine Corps). 

Such a cut would imply a RIF 
program, something that the Army 
has promised will not happen. 

In a maneuver désigned to avoid 
such a RIF of Reserve officers, the 
House Armed Services committee 
this week voted to quadruple re- 
adjustment pay. Such a move could 
make a RIF so expensive that De- 
fense could not afford it without 
an appropriation. 

This would mean delaying any 
RIF until after Congress returns 
next January.

Bill Barring Dullards —

WASHINGTON. — Army hopes 
for a change in the draft act per- 
mitting it to reject so-called dul- 
lards at induction stations sudden- 
ly revived this week after the 
Senate approved a House bill (HR 
8850) to grant it the authority.

The Army’s new Contemporary Military Reading Pro- 
gram (CMRP) to spur officers and enlisted men to read 
thought-provoking books about military science and related 
subjects has been launched with a $175,000 order for selected 


works. 

Under CMRP, the Army hopes 
that by September it will be able 
to distribute a seleeted kit of 36 
books to every one of the 600-odd 
Special Service libraries around 
the world. 

Altogether 1000 kits, each con- 
taining all of the 36 titles, are be- 
ing purchased so that there will 
be enough on hand to allow mail- 
order loans of the books to small 
isolated posts, like Nike sites. 

The Army plans to use every 
advertising gimmick available to 
promote CMRP. 

While the Army is not saying 
80 Officially, reading of the books 
suggested could help win promo- 
tions. Any officer or enlisted man 
can, on his own, write a letter to 
his CO “certifying” he has read 
the books, and ask that the letter 
be included in his _ personnel 
folder. Such files always are ex- 
amined by promotion and selec- 
tion boards. 

In addition, * reading of the 
books could sharpen knowledge of 
men who face the new evaluation 
tests.

THE BOOKS selected for this 
fiscal year — the first the plan is 
in operation — were chosen by a 
composite board in Washington. 
In the future, the selection of a 
list of 36 books annually will be 
made by the Army War College 
staff at Carlisle, Pa. 

Thirty-three books have been 
definitely selected for this year’s 
“best reading” list, and three will 
be added soon. (See accompany 
ing 1958 recommended list.) 

While the books will be on 

Jean at installation libraries, 

Army personnel also will be 
urged to buy the books for 
their own at-home libraries. A 
special mail-order program 
through which the books can be 
ordered is being set up by Army 
Times.

‘Guard Cut 


WASHINGTON. — Army 
Secretary Wilber Brucker last 
week announced a new plan to 
cut back the National Guard 
and Army Reserve by reduc- 
ing umit components in 16 
Guard and 18 Reserve di- 
visions, rather than by elimi- 
nating entire divisions. 

It was a move to still protests 
which followed the first proposal 
on March 31, which would have re- 
duced the number of Guard divi- 
sions from 27 te 21 and the.nuniber 
of Reserve divisions from 10 to six. 

The Army, in the new compro- 
mise plan, stuck to its determina- 
tion to cut back Guavd strength 
from 400,000 to 360,000 and the 
Reserve from 300,000 to 270,000. 
However, it sald the mechanics of 
the cut would be different. 

In the case of the 27 Guard (21 
— and six armored) : divi- 
sions, five of the infantry divisions 
will be fully organized; 16 infantry 
divisions will be organized with only 
three instead of five battle groups; 
and the six armored divisions will 


be fully organized.

Garb Allowance Firm; Some Prices Cut 


A DOD directive this week set cash clothing maintenances allow- 
ances for enlisted personnel during the next fiscal year at the same 
rate alloted last year. 

Basic allowances for enlisted men and women are $4.20 a month, 
and the standard rate is $5.40 for mén and $6.00 for women. 

At the same time, the directive (1338.5) showed the Army was 
able to save money on the initial clothing allowances. The initial 

llowance for enlisted men for the year which started July 1 was 
164.55, compared to $179.50. 

It was explained the cut did not reduce the number of items 
to be given out in initial allowances, but represented a cheaper 
clothing price the Army has been enabled to negotiate with cloth- 
ing mills who want to stay busy during the recession. 

Such price cuts also will be passed on to enlisted men replacing 
clothing at Quartermaster Stores so that the monthly allowances should 
buy more than they did last year. 








Selection Board Meets in November 


The Army announced last week that a Selection Board will meet 
in Washington in November to consider Reserve commissioned offi- 
cers on active duty as commissioned officers, warrant officers or en- 
listed men for permanent Reserve promotion to the grades of cap- 
tain, major and lieutenant colonels. 

Reserve Army Medical Service officers on active duty are not 
included. 

Zones of consideration, as announced in Circular 624-25, will 
include Reservé officers who by Dec. 21, 1959, complete promotion 
service and total years of service as follows: 

First lieuteants—four years promotion service and a total of six 
years of service. 

Captains—seven years promotion service and 12 total years of 
service. 

Majors—seven years promotion service and 17 total years of 
service. 


2 Changes Made in EIB Standards 


Two changes in standards for the Army’s Expert Infantry Badge, 
including a test on how to orient troops on atomic warfare and cor- 
rect erroneous fears about it, were made this week in a new regu- 
lation (600-73). 

The second would allow the Commandant of the Army Infantry 
School at Fort Benning, Ga,, to conduct tests for the badge. Until 
now, only unit field commanders had been assigned to conduct them. 

Added to the old regulation was a section about atomic warfare 
saying that, among other things, candidates will be examined on meth- 
ods of alarm to an impending atomic attack and the use of a geiger 
counter. 


Airborne Training to Be TDY 


Married soldiers who volunteer for airborne training will be as- 
signed to training camps on temporary duty and will not be granted 
travel allowances for their families, under a new Army regulation 
(AR 611-7) issued last week. 

However, dependents occupying government quarters on the post 
where the volunteer lives will be allowed to keep those quarters until 
the airborne trainee completes the course and is assigned a permanent 
station, 

The step was taken, it was explained, to save the government 
travel and household goods moving expenses, 





Jet Shots Replace Needles This Winter 


Armywide mass inoculations with the new painless jet guns 
instead of the needle are expected by late this year. 

After they are obtained, needles will be reserved for individual 
cases or small groups. 

According to Col, Beneson, a jet injector has been used on troops 
in Europe with success. The gun fires vaccine through the skin with- 
out puncturing it, and therefore is painless. 

Col. Beneson also reported several of the guns were pressed 
into service in Thailand, where the Army helped the World Health 
Organization in mass inoculations to prevent spread of a cholera 
outbreak. 





Management Group Names Three 


WASHINGTON.—Three Army officers were among those appointed 
last week to serve in key positions of the national headquarters organi- 
zation of the Armed Forces Management Assn. for the year 1958-1959, 
Rawlings S. Poole, president of the group, announced. 

The association is a national, non-profit organization devoted to 
the improvement of the Department of Defense by developing new 
techniques and methods for management of national military resources, 

Maj. Gen. Robert W. Ward was named executive vice-president; 
Col. Harold L. Corey, his assistant, and Col. P. O. Hoffman, a member 
of the group’s national conference. 

Navy Officers and civilian DOD personnel also were named to serve 
the organization. 


New Real Estate Policy

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Silver Lining? 

In a recent exchange with a master ser- 

eant—beg pardon—with an E-7 from New 

York state, we came upon a rather novel 
approach to consideration of the stripe loss 
among the NCO grades, at least as it affects 
the grade relationship with noncoms of other 
services. For brevity, let’s call it the Silver 
Lining (as opposed to the Stygian) View- 
point, sirice it permits those affected to look 
upon the stripe change with some favor and 
thus retain a modicum of sanity. Health 
of mind, as we know, has never been more 
{mportant than now when the Goldfine Gaie- 
ties occupy the nation’s headlines for weeks 
on end while the entire Middle East sinks 
slowly into the Red Sea, 

For an example, let’s say an Army ser- 
geant (E-5) is promoted to staff sergeant 
(E-6). Let’s also sup he is now or is to 
be assigned to an installation involving in- 
ter-service operation, How does he stand 
in grade relationship with the noncoms of 
other services stationed there? 

Well, he obviously outranks their ser- 
geants, airmen first class and petty officers, 
third class. And, although wearing the same 
grade insignia and having the same title as 
their staff sergeants and PO second class 
(grade E-5),-he actually is senior to and 
outranks them all. At the same time, he 
draws more money at the pay table. 

Shuffling the cards further, you may find 
the following to be the joker in the deal: 
by title and insigne, our staff sergeant (E-6) 
may appear to be junior to their tech ser- 
geant or PO first (E-6). But in fact he is 
at least their equal (perhaps even senior to 
some) by virtue of his pay level. 

Fellow in the back row muttered, “So 
what!” and we quite agree. To thousands 
of good men who must eventually rip off a 
stripe and thus relinquish the visible evi- 
dence of their advancement through the en- 
listed ranks, no amount of theoretical rea- 
soning will hide the mark. This paper has 
said, and continues to believe, that Army 
planners acted with unnecessary harshness 
and abruptness in imposing the grade re- 
vision. 

That being so, and assuming the Army is 
determined to “live” with its solution, the 
interpretation of the revision’s meaning out- 
lined above is worth some thought, vis a vis 
the other services. (It might also be worth 
the consideration of the Army’s Public In- 
formation Division, though we wouldn’t 
know about that). 

If, in his present mood, the Army noncom 
can bring himself to think of his position 
objectively, it may well be that his new in- 
signe and title will become deserving of a 
special pride. They can be the real among 
a flock of cultured pearls. 

He may indeed come to know that Army 
grade titles and insignia are harder to come 
by, being one step higher in pay level, and 
thus pay more than like titles and insignia 
of the other services, The public (in a gen- 
eral sense, at least) and members of other 
services will in time recognize this, too. In 
effect, it would serve to classify Army rat- 
ings as elite. 

It will be no overnight thing. But time 
will be working in favor of this concept. 

Another possibility should be considered, 
too. Suppose our E-6 staff, rather than 
having been promoted from E-5 sergeant, 
was a former SFC E-6 “revised” to staff 
E-6. Should he not feel satisfied with the 
“elite” concept, he could still resort for the 
next few years to the “two uniforms with 
different chevrons” idea. Wearing his 
“falsies,” he then could impress all as to 
his true worth.

Top Stripes

As it is presently planned, the an- 
nounced program for advancing men to 
grades E-8 and E-9 seems less than real- 
istic. In determining who, generally, are 
the best qualified soldiers, all the emphasis 
was placed on total years of active service, 
with no consideration given capabilities, 
demonstrated proficiency in grade or du- 
ties, or any of the other qualities that 
separate outstanding from the mediocre. 

It is a well-established fact that indi- 
viduals with 15 or more years service, 
as a rule, have no desire to soldier any 
more than they can help ‘ 

Of course, they will return to troop 
assignments to obtain these super grades. 
But, once these senior soldiers pick up 
the super grades, they will move heaven 
and earth to leave the troop assignments 
which qualified them and migrate back 
to soft touches they Jett to get promoted. 

* a” 





IF THIS IS PERMITTED, the result 
for several years will be that these senior 
soldiers, now holding down grades E8 
and E-9, will be back on former plush jobs 
and the less senior nonecoms who could 
not advance for lack of active service 
requirements, will be again doing the 
major share of soldiering but without bene- 
fit of the higher grades or extra money. 

Since the dates of rank or past duty 
performance have no bearing on the gen- 
eral requirements for advancement, those 
of us who must stagnate while we accrue 
sufficient active duty to qualify, can see 
fairness in this decision only if these 
senior noncoms who do advance by virtue 
of service, are also required to remain in 
these TOE or TD jobs to retain this grade. 

Let them earn their pay if they want 
it. Otherwise, the whole program is a 
farce, designed to the disadvantage of the

main body of noncoms and probably insti- 
gated with helpful. advice from ROA to 
benefit RIFs first and then other old- 
timers who can now afford to retire. 

Considering the general requirements 
for only 14 months in grade E-7 and eight 
years cumulative enlisted service, it will 
be most difficult to prove to the satisfac- 
tion of most noncoms that ROA or some of 
its stalwarts didn’t have quite a bit to say 
on selection procedures.

FAIRNESS can be achieved by restrict- 
ing the assignment jurisdiction of all E-8 
and E-9 personnel at Department of the 
Army level without exception, and with the 
proviso that all future assignments will be 
made against TOE or TD vacancies calling 
for the righer grade. 

This may require that the stabilization 
in CONUS of individuals with more than 
20 years service be waived for E-8 and E-9 
personnel. However, if this must be, it 
should be. That policy is.a little silly any- 
how and with a 1950 cut-off date, it gets 
more unrealistic as the years go by. If 
one wishes to continue as a soldier, he 
should soldier anyhere the Army needs 
him. Otherwise he should retire, 

Another mandatory provision should 
require that individuals serving in grades 
E-8 or E-9 who wish to leave positions call- 
ing for those. grades for duty with recruit- 
ing, civilian components or softer jobs not 
authorized E-8 or E-9 positions, be adminis- 
tratively reduced to E-7 concurrent with ap- 
proval of assignment to the plusher job, re- 
gardless of the reasons for requesting such 
transfer; 

If the above conditions are imposed, 
many of these senior noncoms will 
think twice before jumping into a super- 
grade position for promotion purposes on 
the premise that it is their entitlement by 
virtue of service and they owe nothing in 
return.

seniority (longevity) alone would 
normally compensate therefore to 
some degree. 

At that enlisted grade level the 
prestige of the title and appropri-

, Comment Continues 
On Stripes Change 


FORT CARSON, Colo.: For 
those concerned over the “stripe” 
issue, the following ideas may be 
of interest. 

I have long felt that a sergeant 
major should be truly significant 
as the head of the enlisted channel 
or chain-of-command and should 
accordingly easily and distinc- 
tively identified. The ‘same think- 
ing applies to the grade of first 
sergeant, 

At the same time I am in favor 
of the platoon sergeant being able 
to keep his three chevrens and 
three rockers. A man who so fre- 
quently falls heir to command of 
a platoon, should be accorded what 
we have all become accustomed to 
as a “full-sleeve.” From @ prac- 
tical point of view it is also more 
economical to let the largest num- 
ber of chevrons stay where they 
are currently sewn. 

For the above reasons I propose 
newly designed chevrons for use of 
grades E-8 and E-9. 

An E-8 would have four chev- 
rons and E-9 would have five chev- 
rons.

it appeared. This was because if 
they tried to use the old E-5 in- 
signia they actually would be as- 
suming E-6 stripes, or a rank above 
their designated grade under the 
new pian.

Army efficials were not prepared 
te comment on any cut this week 
or on its effeets. A cut has not 
been ordered but is under study, 
aceerding to Defense officials. Its 
size, if ordered, hasn’t been deter- 
mined. 

A cut of 20,000, however, would 
have to be borne by all elements. 

It would mean 2000 fewer of- 
fieers. This would bring the Of- 
ficer Grade Limitation Act into 
effect and would mean, it now ap- 
pears, a complete freeze on promo- 
tions to colonel, lieutenant colonel, 
and possibly also to brigadier gen- 
eral. 

A 20,000 cut would also mean 
that there would have to be a 


} reduction of 18,000 in the enlisted 
| structure Part of this would prob- 


ably be achieved by limiting the 
number of men taken in through 
the draft. 

But the Army would also release 
men in its ACB-1 group so that 
it could centinue te take in young- 
er men whe could be given the 
training needed to handle some of 
the modern equipment it is buy- 
ing.

THE HOUSE Armed Services

The revision of the readjustment 
pay bill which it brought eut is, in 
Mr. Brook’s words, an “interim, 
stop-gap” measure to protect Re- 
servists until Defense can werk out 
its final version of a term contract 
bill.

The expense of keeping up titi- 
zen forces is roughly proportionate

of internal security and external 
defense. These units are the build- 
ing blocks of the National Guard's 
organization structure. The steady 
rise in the average level of train- 
ing of the officers and men of these 
National Guard units has brought 
them to a level of readiness today 
far above anything previously at- 
tained by America’s citizen 
soldiers. 

While there has certainly been 
improvement in the training and 
the réadiness level of a few Army 
Reserve divisions, no such division 
has reached the National Guard’s 
standards. This is not by any 
means meant to reflect on the de- 
votion and patriotic sacrifice made 
by Army Reserve personnel in 
their attempts to improve effi- 
ciency; it is just a fact.

The 
proper role of the Army Reserve 
is to train individual soldiers, to 
be used as fillers in bringing Regu- 
lar units to full mobilization 
strength and to provide a pool of 
trained replacements after mobili- 
The formation of Army 
Reserve units should be limited to 
support-type units of technical 
character, which can be composed 
in large part of men whose civilian 
occupations fit their military du- 





ties and so can be used with a 
minimum of military training. 

If there were plenty of money, 
the luxury of having both National 
Guard and Army Reserve combat 
units, at varying levels of readi- 
ness, could be indulged as in the 
past. But we come now to a point 
at which, as already said, hard 
choices have to be made. 

These hard choices must take 
into account the existing fact that 
the National Guard does have com- 
bat units which can be mobilized 
for action far more quickly than 





comparable units of the Army Re- 
serve. There is no economy, there- 
fore, in de-activating - National 
Guard combat -units while continu- 
ing to pay for much les. efficient 
combat units of the Army Reserve.

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Nike Men Use New Device 
To Train Without Firing 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo, — 
Nike guided missile crews of the 
Army Air Defense Command will 
soon be able to conduct target prac- 
tice on site — without firing a 
missile. 

A new electronic radar training 
tool soon te be put to use by mis- 
sile units of the command will 
duplicate complete air battle sit- 
uations. It will simulate a num- 
ber of targets on radar scopes of 
the Nike missile batteries and the 
complete missile path of the mis- 
siles “fired” at the targets. 

Actually, although the Nike 
crew will perform all operations 
required in battle, the launching 
of the missile and its collision 
course will be simulated.

IMPROVED on - site training 
operations will. be possible with 
the new device, known as Radar 
Target Simulator 15-D-2. It is a 
mobile unit housed in a trailer 
similar to the trailers which. en- 
close radar control equipment at 
Nike sites. 

This radar. training device will 
not be used to replace existing 
training procedures at sites, or as 
a substitute for the annual prac- 
tice firing carried out by units 
against real target drones at Red 
Canyon Range in New Mexico. 
Rather, the training aid will sup- 
plement and strengthen the on-site 
training program by making oper- 
ations more realistic, 

Plans are to provide one target 
simulator to each Nike missile 
battalion, which then can rotate it 
from battery site to battery site as 
desired. 

One important advantage of 
the device is its ready availabil- 
ity for training in any weather, 
whereas aircraft now used for 
training missions are frequently 
unavailable because of inclem- 
ent weather. The simulator, 
which can duplicate a number 
of targets, is more economical 
than missions flown Wy aircraft 
for Nike training. 

The new target simulator is de-

These 
conditions. include groutid clutter, 
sea return, and other reflections 
which show up on radar scopes as 
what is” popularly referred to as 
“garbage.” 
Targets may be made to appear 
to drop window, or chaff, designed 
to throw off radat equipment, to 
test the ability of Nike crews to 
adjust sets to compensate for the 
interference, 
When a missile intercept is 
shown during a simulated engage- 
ment, the. missile’s path follows a 
typical Nike trajectory. The mis- 
sile seems to burst at the right 
instant, as both missile and target 
are destroyed. The “kill” shows 
up realistically on radar scopes as 
the target. blip “blossoms” out 
with the explosion and then dis- 
appears altogether from the scope.

ation within 60 days after the act 
is signed. 

Meanwhile, the Army plans to 
continue the ACB classification 
$ystem for possible use- to give 
early releases t6 men of the two 
lowest categories in troop units, 
even after the new plan goes into 
effect. 

The ACB system was set up to 
screen out men who will not make 
missile-age soldiers. Early separa- 
lions are based on a combination 
pf low scores in the ACB tests, plus 
observed substandard performance. 
So far, those given early discharges 
were in the ACB-Q and ACB-1 
categories, 

ACB-0’s are those who have not 
made a score of 90 or more in any 
of the eight areas of recruits 
needed. The eight divisions are 
two combat areas, electronics, gen- 
éral maintenance, motor main- 
tenance, clerical, general techni- 
tian and radio code. 

ACB-1’s are those who scored 
90 or more in only one area. These 
tests are given after a man is 
sworn into the Army. 

Under the new plan, draftees 
who score 30 or less in the Armed 
Forces Qualification Test (AFQT) 
at Armed Forces Examining (in- 
duction) Stations will be given 
the ACB tests immediately before 
they are sworn in and sent to Army 
camps. If they fail, they will be 
rejected on the spot. 

It was estimated the immediate 
rejections may save the Army as 
much as $700 a man, since they 
will not have to be transported to 
military installations. and  out- 
fitted. Last year, it cost about 
$175 a recruit to give a man his 
initial clothing allowance. 

The ACB system was started 
July 1, 1957. The Army believes 
that by the beginning of this year 
all ACB-0’s had been screened 
out.

Radar Men on West Coast 
Have Own Jam Session 


FORT MacARTHUR, Calif —By 
famming their own radar sets, 
radarmen from Nike sites of the 
108th Air Defense Artillery Group 
are better able to prepare for ac- 
tual battle conditions, 

Designed by Ruben Pullen, Rath- 
eon Corporation’s technical repre- 
sentative at Fort MacArthur, the 
“IL, Band Jammer” simulates radar 
jamming tactics used by enemy 
aircraft approaching a target area. 

The group’s radar officers, rea- 
lizing that a radar set which op- 
erates perfectly presents no prob- 
lem to radarmen and does not pre- 
pare them for the unexpected 
should an enemy air attack begin, 
are now using the “L, Band Jam- 
mer” to foul up their own radar 
sets. 

The problem for the radar op- 
erators then is to unscramble the 


reception and maintain a true 
bearing on the approaching planes.

THE DEVICE, built by Pullen 
with the aid of Capt. Boley H. Cald- 
well III, 108th group radar officer, 
and ist Lt. Stewart M. Evans, 
group electronic warfare officer, 
works with any long range detec- 
tion radar. 

“The jammer, although not a 
new idea, is unique in its size,” 
Lt. Evans said. “Most of these 
radar devices are large and heavy, 
and must be pulled on a trailer or 
hauled by truck.” 

“Ours weighs only about 20 
pounds, is about the size of a small 
suitcase and can be easily carried 
by one man,” he explained. 

“The cost to the Army was small, 
since we constructed the jammer 
here at headquarters, using locally 
— surplus materials,” he 
said.

HOLDING either 240 or 320 serv- 
ings of milk, depending on their 
size, the automatic dispensers re- 
place half-pint, pint, and quart bot- 
tles and cardboard containers. 

Although the dispensers will 
cause an increase in a soldier’s milk 
consumption, the overall amount of 
milk used per day at Fort Wood 
will decrease. 


When using bottles and paper 
containers, the post was consuming 
about 45,000 pints of milk daily. 
However, about 5000 pints were be- 
ing wasted because all containers 
were not emptied at each meal: 


The electrically - operated, self- 
chilled dispensers will maintain 
milk temperatures between 36-38 
degrees, no matter what the weath- 
er, while the bulk. cans of milk 
used in the dispensers will not con- 
sume as much space in mess hall 
refrigerators.

FORT MEADE, Md. — Over 67 
construction and _ rehabilitation 
projects totaling $1,421,475 were 
approved at Méade for the fiscal 
quarter from Ma to June.

Questions

Here are some more answers to 
questions that are popping up about 
the new pay raise law. The ques- 
tions and answers were prepared 
by the Civil Service Commission 
and readers who have further 
queries should write to the Com- 
mission, 

Q. One week before the new pay 
act was signed I resigned and took 
a lump sum payment for my an- 
nual ‘leave. Is there any way in 
which I can qualify for the retro- 
active salary increase? 

A. No. You were off the rolls 
on the date of enactment and the 
law excludes you from entitlement 
to back pay. 

Q. I was on leave without pay 
on the day the President signed 
the pay bill. Am I entitled to retro- 
active pay? 

A. Yes, since you were officially 
on the rolls on the date of enact- 
ment. 

Q. I retired during the back pay 
period. I know that I will get a 
check for retroactive pay to cover 
the period I was on the agency’s 
rolls, but will my monthly annuity 
be increased? 

A. No. Your annuity will not be 
increased as a result of the new 
pay act. 

Q. I have heard the agencies are 
going to have to absorb the pay 
raise by laying off employees. Is 
this true? 

A. No. While the act says the 
director of the Bureau of the Bud- 
get is authorized to set regulations 
making agencies absorb the cost of 
the raise it also says, “Nothing

A. Yes, you will be paid the dif- 
ference between your old and new 
hourly overtime rates for the num- 
ber of hours of overtime you 
worked, minus deductions.

Army Engineers 
Battle ‘Big Mo’ 


WASHINGTON, — The Army Corps of Engineers 
is: battling the “Big Mo”.— not the Navy battleship 
that once got itself stuck in the mud, but the mighty 
Missouri River — to close the final gap of the Oahe 
dam on the stream in South Dakota. 

To do the job, the contractor working under 
the supervision ef the Engineers, has had specially 
built an earth-moving vehicle of unprecedented size 
and speed, called the “Eucnik.” The giant machine 
stands 14 feet high and has a hopper 46 feet long 
and 15% wide. 

The QOahe dam, costing $380,000,000 and the 
nation’s largest rolled-filled earth structufe, was 
started by the Engineers in 1948. It has been com- 
pleted with the exception of a final 350-foot section 
through which the river now flows. 

To close such a gap is regarded by engineers as 
always a difficult and sometimes exciting feat where 
a major stream is to be tamed. 

7. 
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SUPPORTED by a fleet of the largest bulldozers, 
trucks and power shovels available, the “Eucnik” 
will be werked around the clock in a 20-hour battle 
scheduled to begin on Aug. 3. The machine, which 
will carry 120 tons of earth and rock, will be called 
on to dump 30,000 tons of fill into the channel fast 
enough to keep the swift current from sweeping the 
material away as it is placed. 

The earth and rock will form a temporary bar- 
rier that will force the Missouri out of its natural 
channel to flow through six huge. concrete and 
steel tunnels, 3200 feet long through the right abut- 
ment of the dam. Thus the river’s bed can be dried 
up so that’ the final section of the dam can be 
built. 

Engineers will get an assist from Oahe’s two 
big -teammates, Garrison and Fort Randall dams, 
between which it is located, in reducing the river's 
flow for the diversion battle.

ACTUALLY the battle has already been joined 
since the Army’s engineers have already increased 
release of water.out of the Garrison dam into the 
Fort Randall reservoir so that-sufficient flows can 
be maintained from the latter to provide water for 
power and other uses when the flow of the Oahe 
section is reduced during the diversion. 

The gap in Oahe dam, which is 242 feet high, 
will be narrowed to 125 feet between now and 
dawn on Aug. 3, when the closure battle phase 
begins.

A NOTE ON THE SWING ERA: The swing era? Sure, I remember 
it. Like, to employ the key introductory word in the curious language 
of the hippie, that was the time when famous jazz musicians sounded 
like themselves and no one else. To speak more plainly: the most 
admired tenor men did not play like other more famous tenor men; 
they had their own approach, their own way. No one, with anything 
resembling an ear, could mistake Chu Berry with Ben Webster, or 
Ben Webster with Lester Young, or Lester Young with Coleman Haw- 
kins; or Coleman Hawkins with Bud Freeman, or Bud Freeman with 
Buddy Tate, or Buddy Tate with Eddie Miller, or Eddie Miller with 
Georgie Auld. (Or, in the event you feel I am playing games with these 
names, list the names in any order, compare their styles of improvisation 
in any way you want; the result will be the same; these men did not 
play like one another.) 

Such individuality, once the very lifeblood of jazz, is seldom found 
in jazz today, at least not among the younger cats. Most every young 
jazz musician is imitating, or emulating, someone else. Next time 
you hear a new record by a@ group of young jazz musicians, see how 
many trily new “voices” you can find. Not many, I suspect. Most tenor 
solos come over as watered down, “cool” versions of what was once the 
vigorous and unique Lester Young style, or if not that, then as an 
imitation of how the Charlie Parker approach sounds on tenor. Similarly, 
most alto men play more or less like Parker, most trombonists more 
or less like J. J. Johnson, most pianists more or less like, if frequently 
better than, Bud Powell. 

It seems to me that the mighty quality of dissimilarity, the refusal 
to conform, is being kept alive in jazz by the old-timers, primarily. 
The youngsters, for all their serious talk about “new sounds” and 
individual “voices,” and although they may view themselves as atypical 
people, are more often than not typical representatives of this, an age 
of conformity. Letters, pro and con on this subject, are welcome. Some 
of the more interesting will be published in this space.

NEW LP BY RUSHING: Jimmy Rushing, the great blues singer 
who became famous with the Count Basie band in the swing era, is 
backed by a big band on his newest LP, “Little Jimmy Rushing and the 
Big Brass” (Columbia 1098). Sidemen include some who also gained 
deserved fame with the wonderful old Count Basie band; which for 
freedom and swing and wealth of superior soloists was indisputably 
superior to the present Basie band, which is slicker and louder and 
makes more money. These half-dozen former Basiemen are Buck 
Clayton, Buddy Tate, Earle Warren, Dickie Wells, Vic Dickenson and 
Jo Jones. Among the other top rank pros on the date are Coleman 
Hawkins and Frank Rehak, both of whom have fine solos. 

Liner notes claim that Rushing prefers to sing with a big band, 
which well might be the case. In any event, although this LP is recom- 
mended, I don’t believe it matches several of Rushing’s recent LPs on 
Vanguard and Columbia with small groups. 

Tuns include some closely associated with the inimitable singer 
such as “Harvard Blues” (“I don’t keep dogs or women 4n my room 

. Reinhardt, Reinhardt, I’m a most indifferent guy”) as well as 
such’ good ol’ good ones as June Night, Someday Sweetheart (with 
verse), When You're Smiling and Somebody Stole My Gal.

WASHINGTON. — Amendments 
have been introduced to the hous- 
ing bill now on the way to the Sen- 
ate, by Sen. George A. Smathers 
(D.-Fla.), which will aid service 
personnel buying homes under Sec- 
tion 222 of the National Housing 
Act. 

This section of the Act was writ- 
ten into law in 1954 and created a 
program of FHA mortgages insur- 
ance expressly for the benefit of 
servicemen on active duty. 

It was designed as an incentive 
for servicemen to remain on active 


duty, by providing a special fin 
ancial device for the purchase of 
homes. 

As long as a serviceman remains 


on active duty, he is able to buy a 
home on a monthly payment which 
is lower than that required from a 
civilian buyer. 

Two features of the Act enable 
service personnel to purchase 
homes at reduced costs. One is the 
payment of the FHA insurance 
premium by the Department of De- 


fense; the other is a reduced month- 
ly down payment provision. 
Senator Smathers’ amendments 
would increase the maximum mort- 
gage amount under this special pro- 
gram from $17,100 to $20,000. It 
would also remove a technical bar- 
rier to the use of the benefits of 
this program for the purchase of 
lower-cost housing.

Not for Timid 


MISSOULA, Mont.—Auto tours 
for adventurous motorists only are 
being offered this year at the Na- 
tional Bison Range which is lo- 
cated between Missoula, Montana 
and Glacier National Park. 

The free, guided tours, which 
begin daily at 3:30 p. m., take vis- 
itors into the far reaches of one of 
the nation’s last untamed buffalo 
preserves in the foothills of the 
Mission Mountains. 

‘The tour is not advised for timid 
motorists. A 20-mile route follows 
a trail of the Flathead Indians into 
the buffalo’s haunts where hun- 
dreds of bison roam the open 
range. Elk, deer, antelope and 
mountain sheep may also be seen. 

The road is far from being a 
super highway, and drivers inex- 
perienced in travelling hilly roads 
are cautioned against trying it. For 
the adventurous, however, the trip 
is a truly different and rewarding 
experience. 


Far removed from the usual 
tourist fare, the Bison Range tour 
route winds and climbs to 5,000 
feet and affords excellent views of 
the jagged peaks and glaciers of 
the. Mission Range, noted for be- 
ing the most-photographed moun- 
tain range in the Montana Rockies. 

Favorite of all subjects with 
camera fans is Big Medicine, an 
enormous 25-year-old white buf- 
falo.

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Jets Will Light Up Dark Continent Next Year 


Y late 1959, long range com- 
mercial jet planes will be 
hurdling the 7972 miles from New 
York to Johannesburg in South 
Africa in less than 18 hours, ac- 
cording to American Express. One 
of the last remaining frontiers un- 
touched by masg travel will be 
opened up and shed light for thou- 
sands of American tourists on the 
Dark Contjnent. 


Potential lure of this great, rich. 
mysterious and news-making con- 
tinent for American travelers is 
pointed up by the fact that in '57 
American travel to African coun- 
tries south of the equator rose 1/ 
to 25 percent over '56, says the 
American Express Travel Survey 
and Forecast for July. 

The Jan Smuts Airport at 
Johannesburg is already 

equipped to handle jet traffic. 
N’Djili Airport at Leopoldville 
and the new International Air- 
port at Nairobi are being ex- 
panded to receive jet planes. 
The jets will bring the faraway 
wonders of Africa just over the 
horizon for American tourists, in 
time at least—Victoria Falls, Mur- 
chison Falls, Cape Town, Lake 
Kivu, the Mountains of the Moon, 
Zanzibar, “Tree Tops” Hotel in 
Aberdare Forest in Kenya, the Ri- 
viera-like resorts of Durban (South 
Africa) and Lourenco Marques in 
Mozambique; Goma-Kisenyi and 
Bukavu on Lake Kivu; the Garden 
Route 4rive from Capetown to Port 
Elizabeth; Lake Nyasa; Luanda 
(the little Rio of Angola) and the 
wild game preserves. 

Such trips naturally carry a com- 
paratively high’ price tag. Realiz- 
ing that most Americans or Euro- 
peans paying for this kind of trans- 
portation will expect to see all they 
can work into their itineraries, the 
six countries of southern and cen- 
tral Africa and’ their protectorates 
have recently established 
“AFTOUR.” The African Region- 
al Tourist Conference represents 
Angola, Belgian Congo and Ruanda- 
Urundi, East Africa, Federation of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland, Mozambi- 
que Territory and Union of South 
Africa. 

Warren West, North American 
Manager of the South Africa Tour- 
ist Corporation, reports that this 
interesting development in African 
tourism—a regional tourist associa- 
tion patterned after the European 
Travel Commission—will pool re- 
sources to ensure more effective 
publicity in overseas countries on 
the general theme, Visit Southern 
Africa; reduce border formalities 
to a minimum, making it possible 
for tourists to move easily from 
country to country.

LAST YEAR, approximately 
5000 Americans visited the Union 
of South Africa, a 25 percent in- 
crease over ’56. Most of these came 
from the areas around New York, 
Los Angeles, San Francisco, Chi- 
cago and Philadelphia, but .the 
number from Florida and Texas is 
increasing. In ’57 the total tourist 
income for the Union is estimated 
at $77 million. 

Travel to the Belgian Congo in- 
creased 18 -percent in 57 with 1692

But this was all before the Ha- 
waiian Armed Services Police got 
into the act. 

HASP not only sees that service- 
men behave themselves, but also 
protects them from becoming a 
prey of roving juvenile bands or 
unscrupulous businessmen. 

- - * 

SINCE a big anti-crime drive in 
December, 1956, Honolulu has be- 
come a clean city: And HASP has 
become an example of police or- 
ganization, not only for the serv- 
ices but for mainland cities as well. 

Driving force behind this smooth 
interservice unit is Army Col. Hen- 
ry G. Thomas, who has ‘spent 18 of 
his 22 years of commissioned serv- 
ice in professional ‘military police 
work. His deputy commander is 
Navy Lt. Comdr. D. C. Enyeart. 

Since Thomas took over in June, 
1956, the criminal element has 
been ’unting a ’ole here, Chief tar- 
get of the enforcement drive was 
Hotel St. in downtown Honolulu 
where bars flourish (80 are now 
open) and. gambling, prostitution 
and immorality used to flourish. 

HASP, in cooperation with the 
Honolulu Police Department, gath- 
ered enough evidence to convince 
courts that spots where servicemen 
were being fleeced should be 
closed. 

And if this didn’t work, what 
Thomas calls “our biggest weap- 
on”—tacking up a “off limits” 
sign—was employed. 

HASP itself hasn’t the power to 
declare a place off limits. Instead, 
evidence is gathered to show the 
business should be closed and this 
is presented to the Armed Forces 
Disciplinary Control Board. The 
board is a group of senior officers 
from all the services which meets 
once a month. 


If the group decides a location 


should be put ‘off limits, a letter 
of warning is sent to allow the 
owner to clean up his-violation. If 
he doesn’t his business is barred 
to servicemen, If the spot corrects 
the. condition, it can be put on 
limits after a hearing before the 
board; 
* om * 

ON THE OTHER side of the 
goin, HASP sees that servicemen 
obey the law, As a general rule, 
HASP gets all criminal cases, both 
misdemeanors, or small crimes, and 
felonies, crimes of a serious nature. 
The Honolulu police have jurisdic- 
‘tion over all traffic offenses, except 
those involving a serviceman driv- 
ing a government-owned vehicle. 

Under an agreement between ci- 
vilian and military lawmen, a mem- 
ber of the- Hawaiian Armed Serv- 
ices Police is present during ques- 
tioning when a serviceman is ar- 
rested by the Honolulu Police De- 
partment. 
tive advises the man of all his con- 
stitutional rights and aids the Hon- 
olulu police in their investigation. 

The city police work closely with 
HASP in curbing the traffic toll. 
HASP has a full-time photographer 
who takes color. shots of accidents 
for a safety lecture-given all units 
in the Islands. It pulls no punches, 
depicting scenes of blood running 
on the highway, headless bodies, 
corpsés -burned- to a crisp and 
twisted wrecks. 

But stamping ont traffic viola- 
tions on this crowded island is a 
tall order. 

Oahu has only 604 square miles 
of area and there is a civilian pop- 
ulation of 416,000, plus about 100,- 
000 military. There are about 600 
miles of road on .the island and 





161,700 vehicles. These include

tattoo parlors and houses of prostitution. 


7500 military cars and 2200 non- 
registered government vehicles. 
Thus, there is one vehicle for 
every 2% persons,. making it 
“the most vehicle-crowded place 
in the world,” according to Hon- 
olulu police Lt: Vernon H. Nuno- 


kawa, director of the traffic in- 
vestigation bureau. 

The traffic problem became so 
serious early in--April, after six 
fatalities in eight days, that Gov. 
William F. Quinn: offered use of 
the National Guard. It was refused 
by Honolulu police chief Dan Liu. 
Instead his organization and HASP 
began joint patrols. 

Roadblocks were also set up to 
trap drivers who had been drink- 
ing. 

+ . = 

WHILE TRAFFIC violations 
were down from 13,850 in 1956 to 
11,013 last year; accidents rose to 
2480 from 2302.and fatalities were 
up to 16 from 11 in 1956. 

The biggest offense is drunk and 
disorderly with about 30 percent 
of the total. 

An illuminating statistic, how- 
ever, is the fact that 15 percent of 
the offenses was classed as “pro- 
tective custody.” This means that 
a servicemen is taken in tow by 
HASP if it appears he is on the 
way to trouble. 

In protective custody cases, the 
man is taken back to HASP head- 
quarters where he’s put in a cell 
and given a chance to sleep it off. 











HASP is also proud of its awol 
apprehension record. Last year 
the services reported 532 men ab- 
sent without leave and HASP 
caught 317. What, makes these ar- 
rests so difficult is that most men 
going over the hill take off imme- 
diately for the mainland. 

HASP got out the word on how 
service personnel were being 
fleeced in the dart, shooting and 
knife throwing games, and in taxi 
dance halls. And for some time 
thereafter these rigged activities 
showed a sharp drop in patronage. 

The same was true of tattoo 
parlors, where insanitary needles 
caused hepatatis, a disease of the 
liver which puts a man flat on his 


back for around three months. A 
word to medical officers from 
HASP was enough to get this 
practice curbed. . 

In fact, the Coast Guard has for- 


bidden its men ‘to be tattooed and 

the Territory of Hawaii is study- 

ing a “code” of laws on tattooing.

HASP keeps a fleet of 53 ve- 
hicles and an average of 10 motor- 
cycles. In the 85 square mile area 
of Honolulu alone HASP has three 
foot patrols and eight motor 
patrols. 

In this example of interservice 


cooperation, the Navy provides 
billeting and messing facilities and 
gasoline and oil for the vehicles. 


The Army gives maintenance to 
vehicles and communications 
equipment and provides ammuni- 
tion. The Air Force chips in sta- 
tionery and office supplies. 

Like all law enforcement agen- 
cies, HASP has been accused of 
brutality. But no one is hurt un- 
less he gets tough with the police- 
man. Law enforcement is no joke 
to these men and force is used 
only where the person arrested 





oldest group of its kind.

HASP began with 117 service- 
men and five civilians. It now oper- 
ates with an average of four Army 
officers and 67 enlisted men, two

five civilians. This totals 199 
servicemen, 

These men are mature — they 
must be over 21 — well educated 
— all have a high school diploma

- YOU are the average man in uniform your score on money 
management is fairly good. With nearly 10 percent of 
_ gross income going into some form of regular savings— 
ife insurance, bonds, mutual funds or investments—you are 
meeting the standard set by fiscal experts. 
But, some suggestions are in order. 


First you must decide what you want your money to do for you. 
If your primary goal is safety then government bonds, i accounts 
e 


insured by the F.D.LC. or soldier deposits are for you. T 


se repre- 


sent the maximum of security. Interest rates are relatively low, how- 


ever. 


; If you want your money to earn more money then the element of 
risk enters. Savings and loan companies, conservative mutual funds, 
dividend paying blue chip securities, high grade bonds—these hold 
the promise of better earnings but at some degree of risk, however 


slight. 


Growth stocks in such industries as drugs, electronics, metals 
and the like, or in the more speculative mutual funds might be the 
answer if you are willing to take a greater risk in return for the possi- 
bility of appreciation of capital. Ordinarily, growth stocks do not pay 
high dividends as their earnings are being plowed back into plant 
expansion, research and new equipment. 

The whole point is that you get nothing for nothing. If you’ want 
to aim at high returns, either in dividends or in growth, you must 
take some risk. The less risk, generally, the lower the return. Be: sus- 
pect of any offering which seems to promise high return, either in 
capital appreciation or in dividends, at no risk. There ain’t no such 


Here are some points to remember in your money management. 
® Make greater use of the allotment system for saving. 
Systematic savings are the most effective—money managers agree. 
This system is geared to permit you to save through commercial banks, 
the Monthly Investment Program of the New York Stock Exchange, 
mutual funds, life insurance companies and the like. 
® Investigate mutual funds and common stocks. 
These may furnish a hedge against inflation ahead:-But look before 
you leap. Remember that even in boom times some stocks go down. 
Don’t act on tips. Study an investment thoroughly. Deal with a reputable 


broker. Seek his advice. 


® Consider buying land or a home. “ 

If you buy wisely these should increase in value as inflation in- 
creases. But shop around. Be careful. Do not permit yoourself to be 
rushed into anything. Utilize independent appraisers where possible. 

® Examine your insurance program. 

Remember that term insurance gives you the ost protection for 
the least premium but term insurance has no investment potential, no 


cash or loan values. 


® Look into the Social Security program. 

As part of your life insurance program you should know what 
benefits are furnished to a widow through Social Security—it could be 
worth as much as the equivalent of $40,000 or more of life insurance. 

® Think ahead to retirement. 

How much will you receive in retirement income? To what extent 
would you want income from savings, insurance or investments to 
supplement it. If you need an extra $100 or $200 a month on retire- 
ment what steps must you take now to assure that income. 

And that will mean a happier, more secure life for you and for

Going to Dust 


PHOENIX, Ariz.: Why let our 
gallant and historical military past 
in the West die? 

Recently I visited Fort Defiance, 
Ariz, As a matter of* curiosity, I 
asked someone the location of the 
old Army cemetery. When I finally 
found it, it turned out to be a dis- 
reputable mess, surrounded by 
junk, containing one standing 
headstone, attesting to the fact 
that a soldier named Johnson of 
Company C, had on a certain date 
in 1860, been “killed by the Nava- 
joe Indians.” 

“The graves were untended, and 
the cemetery was unfit for a dog’s 
burial ground, The only former 
Army building still standing (Fort 
Defiance is now the location of a 
large Public Health Service hos- 
pital for Navajos) in the area is 
the old officers’ quarters. It is fall- 
ing into ruin and has been con- 
demned as unsafe. ; 

After. two years residence in 
Arizona on Army service, during 
which I have travelled about. the 
state considerably, I have reached 
the conclusion that little, if any- 
thing, is being done to preserve 
the old Army frontier posts. A few 
citizens iin Camp Verde are, out of 
private funds, attempting to re- 
store part of the old post, but are 
seriously hampered by lack of 
funds. 

Perhaps the Army, or the fed- 
eral. government, is doing some- 
thihg- to prevent our old Army 
posts from vanishing..I sincerely 
hope s0. 

Because, if not, we are losing 
the tangible evidence of an heroic 
and colorful past.

UESTIONS from readers are 
more welcome than any other 
gtist for this mill, for they indicate 
what readers are concerned with 
and give your columnist a chance 
to offer a help- 
ing hand. Quite 
a few came in 
recently that we 
hope may have 
interest for 
others than the 
writers as well. 
A particular- 
ly vexing one 
for -many is 
brought up by 
S/Sgt. James 
D. Hughes (USAF) to wit: | 

“One thing I don’t readily under- 
stand is a good rule of thumb for 
arriving at the proper guide num- 
bers for film used with flash and 
available light. I realize that you 
can use the manufacturers recom- 
mended number but sometimes 
this will not always work. Some 
authors of articles say to double 
the film speed for thin emulsion 
films and to multiply the rated 
speed by 1.8 for slow films. Is this 
a good rule or do you have a bet- 
ter one?” 

By coincidence, it so happens 
that the August issue of U.S. Cam- 
era Magazine has a remarkably 
lucid discussion of the matter by 
Allie C. Peed, Jr., Eastman Ko- 
dak’s technical editor, which may 
be considered authoritative. 

In effect, he backs up the 
magazine writers, and gives a 
detailed report of an _ experi- 
mental project in which a slow 

(thia film) and high-speed film 
(Panatomic-X and Tri-X) were 
exposed in various lighting and 
subject situations, then developed 
normally, twice and thrice nor- 
mal, te show the effect of ex- 
tended forced development. 

He recommends normal develop- 
ment but at higher speeds than 
the official ASA exposure indexes, 
namely 64 for Panatomic-X, 400 for 
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Tri-X, but in doing so he warns 
that the “safety factor” incor- 
porated in all ASA figures to pro- 
vide a cushion against error; has 
been eliminated, therefore ex- 
posures should be fairly accurate. 

He concludes by suggesting that 
the photographer establish his own 
indexes, which he calls the Meter 
Setting Index (the MSI, thereby 
introducing a new term into the 
photographic lexicon). By a simple 
test: Make a series of exposures 
under high and low-level general 
illumination of’ subjects with a 
high, medium and low brightness 
scale (ratio of brightest highlight 
to deepest shadow in a scene). The 
more flatly lighted the scene, the 
higher the index that may be used 
in exposing it. 

Briefly, MSI means this: Shoot 
the same scene (with the same 
camera), at the rated index,. then 
twice, four times, eight times, etc. 
higher, then develop (all in the 
same developer) for the recom- 
mended time and at the given solu- 
tion temperature. The negative 
that makes the best enlargement 
indicates the best exposure index 
for you—for that film in that de- 
veloper, exposed in that camera. 
MSI is not a new concept, of 
course, but Mr. Peel’s formula 
spells it out helpfully.

fenbach, near Frankfurt, which is 
about 20 miles from Darmstadt. 
With thousands of young service 
wives here (who are trained and 
able and in need of the extra 
money) you may believe that each 
opening is highly contested for. 

The policy is to hire German na- 
tionals, since the pay for such 
workers, though inferior in knowl- 
edge, is still much less than for 
Americans. The German national, 
therefore, gets the préference. It 
is a sore spot but it is the policy 
and there is no undoing it. 

Sometimes summer jobs are 
available but they are rare and 
the competition is so keen that they 
are gone as fast as the appear. 
If it were possible for your daugh- 
ter to ever find work here, it would 
only be after months of looking 
and waiting. 

It is not pleasant leaving your 
young people home but their dis- 
content is more painful, even than 
their absence. Do as we did. 
Locate her well before you go and 
leave her there for the sake of 
each of you.

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Pickled Watermelon Rind 


Peel and remove all the green 
and pink portions from the rind of 
one large watermelon (about four 
pounds). Cut into one inch cubes 
and soak overnight in brine made 
by dissolving % cup salt in each 
quart of water. Drain, cover with 
fresh water and cook until almost 
tender, drain again. Make syrup of 
8 cups sugar, 4 cups vinegar and 2 
cups water. Add 10 sticks cinna- 
mon, 6 tsp. whole cloves, 2 tsp. 
whole allspice and one or two lem- 
ons, sliced thin, all tied in a cheese- 
cloth bag. Heat syrup and spices, 
simmer for five minutes, and let set 
for 15 minutes, Add rind, a few 
pieces at a time, and cook until 
rind is clear and transparent. If 
desired, a few minutes before re- 
moving from heat, add enough 
green or red food coloring to color 
the pickle. Pack rind in hot steri- 
lized jars, cover with boiling syrup 
and seal at once.

‘Government housing is not sup- 
plied in Copenhagen. Quarters 


cost between $75 and $130 per 
month for one, two and three-bed- 


Rentals for unfurnished houses 
and apartments are under govern- 
ment control and ‘are priced lower 
than furnished or semi-furnished 
houses, where the ‘owner sets the 
terms under a free market. How- 
ever, a furnished place normally 
requires supplementa] furniture, 
including a stove and refrigerator, 
Utilities, heat and other changes 
are not normally included in basic 
rent and are paid by the tenant. 
Heating is expensive because all 
fuel must be imported. It costs be- 
tween $35 and $50 per month dur- 
ing the winter. 

Electricity is 220, AC, requir- 
ing transformers for the use of 
small American electricial appli- 
ances. Record players and tele- 
vsien sets can be modified easily 
and cheaply. If you have a deep 
freeze unit, bring it. A simple 
transformer will take care of it, 
as well as your refrigerator. 

Families intending to rent an 
unfurnished house should bring 
light fixtures. Danish unfurnished 
houses are stripped of everything. 

Laundry facilities are extremely 
limited. Only washtubs are sup- 
plied. 











































SHOPPING FACILITIES 


The usual commissary and post 
exchange facilities do not exist in 
Denmark. However, there is a co- 
operative store in the Embassy 
where somé va- 
riety of stand- 
ard packaged 
and canned 
goods, tobacco, 
cigarettes and 
toilet articles 
are _ available. 
Some frozen 
foods and baby 
foods are also 
stocked. Al- 
though admin- 
,. istered by Em- 

“7 s*  "*" bassy person- 
nel, this store is not a government 
instriimentality. 

Meat, fish, cheese, butter, milk 
and eggs are available on the local 
market. They are plentiful and 
prices are comparable to those in 
the State. Fresh fruits and vege- 
tables are plentiful in summer but 
acare in winter months. The aver- 
age monthly cost of subsistence 
during the first half of 1957 for 
officers with dependents was $244; 
$190 for EM.

CARS 


It is convenient to have a car 
here. Most American and. Euro- 
pean cars are available on the lo- 
eal market and are cheaper here 
than in the States. Spare parts and 
aecessgories are ‘not always avail- 
able for American cars. Because 
repair work is not always up to 
American standards, it is recom- 
mended that American cars be 
overhauled in the States - before 
they are shipped. 

Gasoline costs approximately 23 
cents per gallon. 

The minimum personal liability 
and property damage car insurance 
required by Danish law is about 
$8,700. It costs about $20-per year. 
Danish insurance is appreciably 
lower than rates charged by Amer- 
jean companies operating overseas. 
The service is excellent. 


MEDICAL CARE 


Good medical, surgical and dent- 
al care is available-locally.. Med- 
ical and dental expenses for de- 
pendents are paid by the sponsor, 
except as provided by the medi- 
care bill. Service medical facilities 
are available at Wiesbaden, Frank- 
furt and Bremerhaven, Germany.

High school students may be en- 
rolled in a self-study course pro- 
vided by the University of Nebras- 
ka. There are American. high 
schools in Heidelberg, Frankfurt 
and Wiesbaden, Germany, operated 
by the U.S. Military Dependent 
School Service. These schools pro- 
vide seven-day billeting facilities. 


CLIMATE 


Although Denmark is a north- 
ern country, the surrounding wat- 
ers tend to have a stabilizing in- 
fluence on climatic conditions.

show a low of about 31 degrees 
in February and a high of. about 
60 degrees in July. February is 
the only month which has tempera- 
tures of freezing and below. No- 
\wember. thtough February are the 
least pleasant months. During that 
period the hours of daylight are 
very short and there is consider- 
able precipitation; mostly in the 
form of chill rain with occasional 
snow. June, July and August are 
delightful with long periods of day- 
light (18 to 20 hours). 


RECREATION 


Some motion picture theaters 
show American films. The Embas- 
sy' movie has three performances 
weekly. During the winter there 
are performances of opera and bal- 
let; during the 
summer the Ti- 
voli amusement, 
park isthe en- 
tertainment cen- 
ter, with the 
usual amuse- 
ments for chil- 
dren and adults, 
Restaurants are excellent. There is 
also horseback riding, boating, 
hunting and fishing. 


Most American magazines, such 
as Reader’s Digest, Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, Cosmopolitan, ete., are 
available at the larger newsstands. 
However, because of high prices, 
it is better to subscribe to maga- 
zines. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


Maids are available and. gener- 
ally speaking, they work satisfac- 
torily. It is also possible to hire 
part-time workers for such services 
as cleaning and serving dinner. 
Wages vary from $30 per month 
for an untrained girl to help with 
the housework, to more than $50 
for a cook or houseman. 

Servants generally eat all meals 
in, and, in the Danish custom, eat 
the same food as their employers. 
If they live out, the employer usual- 
ly must pay their room rent. Em- 
ployers must also pay for all laun- 
| ory, including personal clothing of 
servants. By law each servant re- 
ceives two weeks’ vacation with pay 
each year, plus allowances for food.

informal or semi-formal for offi- 
cers’ families. , 

Woolen suits, skirts and sweat- 
ers are very practical and can be 
worn most of the year. Summer 
light-weight clothing can be used 
only, about two =a 
months of the 
year. A weather- 
proofed coat, 
which is warm, 
should definite- 
ly be included in 
a woman’s ward- 
robe. Smal] jun- 
ior sizes are not 
available here. 


European shoe sizes are not com- 
parable to American sizes or to 
American-type lasts, and it is im- 
possible to buy narrow widths in 
sh. .s. Sports-type flat-heeled walk- 
ing shoes with fairly thick soles 
are especially useful. Ladies’ dress 
shoes, available locally, seldom 
please American women. 

Baby clothing is expensive, but 
available. Shoes are usually or- 
dered from American mail order 
companies. 

Officers require approximately 
$1500 eperating cash te cover 
initial expenses; enlisted men, 
about $750. Expenses include 
such items as hotel bills until 
permanent quarters are found; 
maintenance deposit for quarters 
and several months’ rent im ad- 
vance; a deposit for the coopera- 
tive store, plus stocking the pan- 
try; legal fees for drawing up 
housing lease; state fees; ser- 
vants’ clothing; installation fees, 
and furniture. 


As a minimum, it is recommend- 
ed that dishes, silverware, cooking 
utensils, glassware, linens, blank- 
ets and other bedding be shipped 
over. Almost all items are avail- 
able here, but prices are higher 
than in the States. Danish beds 
are not generally as comfortable 
as American beds, so bring your 
own. 

Because all cotton goods are ex- 
pensive here, it is a good idea to 
bring samples of curtain, drapery 
and slip cover material, which can 





be ordered from the States. Win- 
dow sizes vary; so it is not practi 
cal to bring ready-made curtains 

Gas stoves are satisfactory. Most 


locations have gas piped in and 
when this is not the case, bottled 
gas is available. 





It is a good idea to bring such 
items as nails, screws, hooks and 


picture wire because there is 
no 5 and 10, and Sears is a 
month away. Many families 


have charge accounts with de- 
partment stores in the States se 
that merchandise may be or- 
dered. 


The State Church of Denmark is 
Lutheran, but most other denomi- 
nations are represented in Copen- 
hagen. A non-denominational Sun- 
day School, operated by members 
of the MAAG, holds classes each 
Sunday at the Embassy. A Protez- 
tant church service is also held at 
the Embassy on Sundays 

It is possible for a wife to find 
employment here. 

It is permissible to bring pets, 
but they must be inoculated 

By American standards, there 

are a limited number of mod. 
ern hotels. Except for the most 
expensive ones, the rooms are 
generally without baths. Aver- 
age cost for a double room with 
bath, at a second-class hotel, is 
$6 to $8 per day, without meals. 

In addition to the Danish Jan 
guage, Swedish and Norwegian is 
spoken. Many people also speak 
German and English. In the Copen- 
hagen area most educated Danes 
speak English fairly fluently. 

Customs will permit entry of 200 
cigarettes or 250 grams of tobacco. 
One liter ‘of spirits and one liter ef 
wine is duty free.

TS FIRST of four stamps marking the 150th ‘anniversary 
of the birth of Abraham Lincoln will be released at Free- 
port, Ill., on August 27, the 100th anniversary of the Lincoln- 


uglas debates. 

A reproduction of an old print 
showing Lincoln addressing an out- 
door crowd with Douglas standing 
behind him is used to illustrate the 
stamp. 

The debates, held in Ottawa, Free- 
port, Jonesboro, Charleston, Gales- 
burg, Quincy and Alton, IIL, at- 
tracted crowds in the 1858 contest 
for U.S. senator. Douglas was re- 
elected,’ but Lincoln emerged a na- 
tional figure. and was elected pres- 
ident two years later. 

Value of the stamp is four cents. 
An initial print order of 120 mil- 
lion has been authorized. Color is 
sepia. Printing by rotary press, 
electric-eye perforated. Issue is in 
sheets of 50.

THE MAUSER bolt action is as 
old, as out of date, as thoroughly 
obsolete and as ready for the bone- 
yard as horsedrawn artillery. How 
else can it be? A rifle that has 
been around for eo years, and with- 
out major improvement all that 
time, is bound to be out-moded. 

The run-of-mill shooting man, 
no student of rifle history is lead 
down the primrose path. He buys 
a bolt gun glistening and new and 
he concludes the design is just as 
pristine as the finish. The dealer 
let him think so and so, too, does 
the manufacturer. Neither are go- 
ing to break down and confess that 
the shiny “new” bolt action he is 
buying was around by type when 
Teddy Roosevelt charged San Juan 
Hill. 

The advertising propaganda that 
features the bolt action is some 
thing of a snare. It is a-deluge 
and yet, strangely, the sales of this 
ancient Mauser-pattern never reach 
the proportions of the lever, the 
pump, and the auto-loading sport 
ers. More game has been killed 
and is being killed today with the 
lever action alone than with all 
the bolt guns that have been sold.

WHY IS the bolt action looked 
on as the fair-haired prodigal? Its 
sole virtue is a strong action. Our 
hottest cartridges can be fired in 
it. It breeches up very strongly.

is so cold-molasses slow it might 
well be classed as a semi-slingshot 
and not as a repeater at all.

Japanese-Americans 
Make ‘Point’ History 


By GEORGE MARKER 
A FEW oddities in West Point history were unearthed from 
a 1st Cav. Div. release which tells of the first Japanese- 
American to enter the Army upon graduation from West 
Point; and his brother, who was graduated four years later 


to become the first of his race to 
choose the Infantry. 

Lt. Glenn K, Matsumoto, CO, 
Hq. Btry., Ist Cav. DivArty, grad- 
uated from the Point in 1954 as 
the second Japanese-American to 
do so. His brother, Robert, Class 
of °58, was the first in the 
U.S.M.A.’s history to choose the 
“Queen of Battles.” 

An interesting sidelight on the 
Matsumotos, according to the re- 
lease, is that Robert filled the. va- 
cancy created when Glenn was 
graduated. Both were appointed 
from California’s 10th Congression- 
al District. 

It is believed that this was the 
first time in the history of West 
Point that a man filled his brother’s 
vacancy.

“IN regard to ‘firsts,’ I am sub- 
mitting my husband’s name,” writes 
the spouse of MSgt. (Ret.) Edmund 
L. MacNeil. 

“He was made a first sergeant 
in Sept. 1926 and was retired as 
a topkick on Aug. 31, 1955...

He may, of course, list the medals 
to which he believes. he is entitled. 

The ex-serviceman should give 
his full name, service number, cur- 
rent address and approximate dates 
of service in order to identify the 
proper record. Since records are 
filed according to service, such as 
War I, War Il, and post War II. 
receipt of this information - wil! 
expedite action in processing the 
request. 

The Department of Defense 
urges that, once a request has been 
made for the medals, no further 
action be taken by that individual. 
Follow-up or tracer inquiries will 
tend to cause further delays in the 


Kobbe Gets 
Army Papers 
Dated 1886 


FORT KOBBE, C.Z. — Original 
documents prepared by 20th Inf. 
and dating from 1883 have been 
received at the unit’s headquarters 
at Fort Kobbe. 

The documents — two promotion 
orders, a discharge certificate and 
a training order — pertain to the 
late Sgt. Adolph Brinckmann then 
of Co. E, 20th Inf. They were for- 
warded by Edward Puhr of Wiscon- 
sin, a friend of the sergeant’s son. 

The well preserved papers indi- 
cate that Brinekmann enlisted in 
the Army for five years beginning 
Dec. 12, 1881, and was-subsequently 
assigned to Co. E. The first pro- 
motion came in 1883 when his or- 
ders stated that he “discharge the 
duty of corporal.”

FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska— 
The “polar bear” flag of United 
States Army, Alaska, was raised 
at the summit of Mount McKinley 
when two parties of mountain 
climbers successfully reached both 
the north and south peaks of the 
highest mountain on the North 
American continent. 


The man who hoisted the 
USARAL flag, Capt. William D. 
Hackett, Headquarters, United 
States Continental Army Command, 
Fort Monroe, Va., was a member 
of the 1958 American Mount Mc- 
Kinley Expedition, and a six-time 
winner over McKinley’s rugged 
peaks. 

Both parties of climbers, the 
American Expedition and the 1958 
International Mount McKinley Ex- 
pedition, reached the mountain’s 
north and south peaks on the same 
day, July 2.

THE AMERICAN Expedition 

started its climb of the southeast 


spur of the south buttress June 11. 
A week later, at the 11,000-foot 
level, the group was forced to turn 
back when it encountered a verti- 
cal ice wall and a blinding wet 
snowfall closed in. 

The all-American party, of 
which Capt. Hackett was'a mem- 
ber, and the International Expe- 
dition, led by F.. Edward Cooper 
of Seattle, were brought together 
at the 17,200-foot level after the 
international group had been 
forced te sit through a three 
day snowstorm at higher eleva- 
tion. 

The Cooper climbers, through 
mistaken calculations while ascend- 
ing in clouds, thought they had 
reached the summit of McKinley’s 
south peak at about 19,600 feet on 
July 1. They returned to their 
camp at 17,200 feet, where the 
American Expedition had just ar- 
rived. 

Because of the uncertainty about 
reaching the summit Capt. Hackett 
described the immediate area of
